
HB 2139 - DIGEST

Provides that each school district, at least one month before
the presentation in any classroom, assembly, lecture series, or
other group setting, of information regarding sex education or
other matters pertaining to sexual conduct, shall:  (1) Provide
written notice to the parents, guardians, or other custodians of
the students who are the intended audience of such presentation;
and

(2) Make the curricula and all related materials available for
inspection by parents, guardians, and other custodians.

Provides that no student may be permitted to attend or
participate in a class, assembly, lecture, or other setting in
which information regarding sex education or sexual conduct is
presented unless the student's parent, guardian, or other custodian
consents in writing.
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
